Unsure whether the man could make it to 
the hospital alive, the EMTs radioed for the 
Advanced Life Saving team from Lawrence 
General Hospital, already en route, to meet 
them in front of Central Station on North 
Main Street. 


Auto insurance 
could jump by 
50 percent

If you drive an expensive car or one that is 
considered a high risk for theft, and it doesn't 
have an adequate alarm system, you could be 
denied physical damage insurance when it’s 
time to renew your policy next year, All this 
comes with a new state regulation. 

For the owners of certain late-model vehi- 
cles, the only way to avoid being denied com 
prehensive and collision coverage, or being 
charged a 50 percent higher premium for 
those protections, will be to have a high qual 
ity, automatic anti-theft device installed on 
the car, 

A manual anti-theft device, one that is 
key or button operated, could prevent the 
need for the more expensive automatic 
devices, but only if it was installed before 
last Saturday, Sept. 1. 

This may not be news to many people.

Remembering America on fabric 


“Celebration and Remembrance: 
Commemorative Textiles in America, 1790- 
1990” will opem at the Museum of American 
Textile History in North Andover. 

The exhibit will feature 73 textiles that 
commemorate 200 years of American 
experience, including occasions of local and 
national celebration, the mobilization of 
sentiment for causes and the mourning of 
lost leaders and heroes. 

The exhibit coincides with the 200th 
anniversary of Samuel Slater’s successful 
introduction in America of industrialized 
textile production in 1790, 

“Americans have long marked events in 
their history and expressed their sense of 
American culture through commemorative 


textiles,” said Diane L. Fagan Affleck, the 
museum’s curator of textiles. “From the 
early years of the republic to the present, 
from the 18th-century handkerchief or cloth 
picture to the ubiquitous 20th-century T- 
shirt, commemorative textiles have been 
used to carry messages from one person to 
another.” 

“While the creation of such textiles was 
not new when the American republic was 
founded, the phenomenon grew dramatically 
as the image of George Washington was 
transformed from hero to cultural myth,” 
Ms. Fagan Affleck said. 

The earliest piece in the exhibit is a 1785

editor through 1983. 

From 1981 to ’87 he was editor 
in chief of The World, journal of 
the Unitarian Universalist Asso- 
ciation. Rev. Parke has been edi- 
tor of books on Unitarianism 
and liberal religion and has con- 
tributed to numerous national 
and worldwide journals on liber- 
al religion. 

Rev. Parke taught church his- 
tory at the Theological School of 
St. Lawrence University in Can- 
ton, N.Y., from 1960 to ’65 and at 
the Crane Theological School of 
Tufts University from 1962 to ’63. 

He taught world history at 
Salem State College in 1988 and 
served as a research fellow in 
UU history for the Mas- 
sachusetts Historical Society in 
Boston from 1989 to ’90, 

Before his Andover and Ex- 
eter appointments, Rev. Parke 
served as minister in Brewster 
from 1974 to ’80; at a German-

Scanlon 
Hardware 
store closes 


After 45 years, Scanlon Hardware closed 
last Friday, Aug. 31, at 5 p.m. 

The hardware store, located in the 
Barnard Building at 10 Main St., will re-open 
at a future date to sell off its remaining in- 
ventory before closing its doors for good. 

“To all our friends and customers,” wrote 
owner William Scanlon in a letter to his cus- 
tomers, “Friday, Aug. 31, 1990 marked the 
end of the 45-year history of Scanlon Hard-

ware in the Greater Lawrence area. It is with 
deep regret that I must stand aside, at this 
time, and allow the business to discontinue 
operations. Due to a combination of prob- 
lems in both the retail and real estate mar- 
kets, the hardware business is no longer able 
to survive. 

“IT would like to thank you, our friends and 
customers, for your patience and under- 
standing especially these last 12 months 
when financial pressures have taken their 
toll on the level of inventory available and 
the number of people we have been able to 
keep to serve you. 

“During this time, many of you have gone 
out of your way to offer your support and loy- 
alty. For this I thank you.” 

Mr. Scanlon bought and renovated the 
Barnard Building approximately five years 
ago, The building has never been fully occu- 
pied since that time and Mr. Scanlon was 
working under the threat of foreclosure for 
the past several months. 

A foreclosure auction had been scheduled 
for Aug. 27 but was canceled by the mortgage 
holder, Family Mutual Bank of Haverhill. 
Family Mutual will now take control of the 
building, according to Mr. Scanlon. 

Plans for the future of the property are 
still undecided, according to Tom Mortimer, 
a loan officer at Family Mutual. 

“We don’t have them yet actually,” Mr. 
Mortimer said this week. 

Other businesses in the Barnard Building 
include Bel Canto restaurant, Ford’s Coffee 
Shop and Hughes Pharmacy. 

Scanlon Hardware was founded in 1945 by 
Timothy Scanlon, Mr. Scanlon’s father. on 
Essex Street in Lawrence. The Andover store 
was opened approximately 18 years ago 
where Thompson's Office Products is now. 

Mr. Scanlon then bought Cole’s Hardware, 
which was located in the Barnard Building, 
about six years ago and moved his store into 
that location. The Lawrence store was sold in 
1986, about the same time Mr. Scanlon 
‘bought and reriévatéed the Barmard Building.

AIRS reading program no longer sold

The reading program that at one 
time brought enough money into the 
Andover public school system to pay 
for itself plus make a profit will no 
longer be marketed outside Andover. 
The School Committee approved a 
recommendation by Kenneth Seifert, 
superintendent of schools, that the 
Andover Integrated Reading System, 
once aggressively promoted for sale 
to other school systems, be phased 
out for purchase outside the Andover 
school system. 

Dr. Seifert told the committee the 
program Was not bringing in enough 
money to make it profitable outside 
Andover. 

“It’s just not profitable any more,” 
Dr. Seifert said. 

The AIRS program was developed 
by elementary school reading spe- 
cialists in the Andover school system 
in 1972. It was designed to be a com: 
plete reading and language arts pro- 
gram: for children at the first 
through seventh-grade reading lev- 
els. The program teaches skills in 
phonics, word recognition, gram- 
mar, comprehension and punctua- 
tion. 

In 1975 AIRS was chosen as one of 
the top 12 reading programs in the 
country. Two years later Andover 
received federal funds to design a 
marketing campaign to sell the pro- 


gram nationwide. 

Federal funding paid for Andover 
staff to assist purchasers with pro- 
gram planning, workshops and fol- 
low-Up consultations, as well was a 
program adviser, director, assistant 
director and shipping clerk at one 
time. 

This year only one-and-one- 
fourths time shipping clerk is bud- 
geted for the program. Federal 
funding for the AIRS program has 


dropped from an all-time high of 


$52,000 in 1985 to zero in 1990. 

“It just doesn’t make sense to do 
the program on such a large scale,” 
said Teresa Murphy, reading adviser 
for the school system. 

Since the AIRS program was 
introduced into the Andover school 
system, standardized achievement 
scores have increased in all reading 
and language arts areas, said Mrs 
Murphy. This was one of the pro- 
gram’s biggest selling points. 

According to Mrs. Murphy, about 
95 percent of the children in the 
United States are taught to read with 
the traditional Basil reading method 
using books such as those featuring 
Dick, Jane and Spot, along with 
accompanying workbooks. 

In 1972, the first year of the AIRS 
program, Andover students scored 
only slightly higher than the nation- 
al norm for standardized tests, After 
nine years of “AIRS instruction, stu- 


dents in Andover were scoring in the 
90th percentile, well above the 
national average. Andover students 
on average still score in the 90th per- 
centile in these tests. 

Federal funds for AIRS were dis- 
continued in 1988. The lack of federal 
funding and the added economic 
hardships to school budgets both 
statewide and locally have made in- 
service training and extensive sup- 
port services to purchasers of AIRS 
programs difficult, said Mrs. 
Murphy. 

Beginning this September, Mrs. 
Murphy, who previously served as a 
consultant for school systems that 
purchased the AIRS program, will 
devote her time exclusively to the 
Andover school system. School sys 
tems that have purchased the AIRS 
program in the past or that wish to 
do so in the future will have access to 
material, but not extensive training 
and support from Andover special- 
ists. 

Even though written notice of the 
scale-down in services was given to 
purchasers, the program still attracts 
buyers. Since June of this year the 
town has sold more than $30,000 in 
AIRS materials. A group of about 30 
school systems nationwide including 
Andover has used the Andover AIRS 
program for more than a decade. 
Mrs. Murphy expects these systems 
and Andover to continue.using it.

warning motorists to get out and buy the 
products or risk losing their insurance cover- 
age. The ads did not fall on deaf ears. 

State Rep. Susan Tucker (D-Andover) said 
last week she received calls from con- 
stituents wanting more information on the 
regulation, but didn’t have much informa- 
tion on the changes herself. 

“People do not understand what their 
options are,” Rep. Tucker said. “You can’t 
make choices without information. It’s not 
fair.” 

Rep. Tucker isn’t the only one getting 
calls, 

“We've been getting calls like crazy,” said 
Cheryl Rubbins, a customer service repre- 
sentative at Doherty Insurance at 21 Elm St. 

“Do I need it?” is the question people were 
asking, said Cathy Brunelle, customer ser- 
vice manager at Doherty Insurance. 

“We ourselves just got notification of it 
this last week,” said Gene Bernardin, manag- 
er of Bernardin Insurance at 60 Main St. 
“People are interested to know more about it. 
They're more confused than anything else.” 

An adult in Andover who owns a 1989 Saab 
9008 might now be paying $262 for compre- 
hensive insurance coverage and $475 for col- 
lision, Without an anti-theft device, that 
same coverage could cost them 50 percent, or 
$368.50, more next year. 

The confusion surrounding the changes 
was enough for Rep. Tucker and 10 of her fel- 
low legislators last week to file a bill request- 
ing an extension on the Sept. 1 deadline 
“srandfathering” the unsophisticated anti- 
theft devices until Jan. 1, to give people a 
chance to learn more about the new regula- 
tion. 

The intention of the regulation is to 
encourage the owners of automobiles that 
are a high risk for theft to install high quality 
anti-theft devices on their cars, according to 
Dorothy Krenzer, an assistant to Timothy H. 
Gailey, state insurance commissioner. 

The regulations were created last spring 
as part of the 1988 auto insurance reform law. 
Hearings were conducted by the commission- 
er in March to establish a list of cars to be 
affected and what the penalties would be for 
owners who do not comply. 


That list was finalized in July and on July 
31 the commissioner’s office issued a news 
release regarding the changes. 

“The regulation goes into effect Jan. 1, 
1991,” Ms. Krenzer said. 

How it works 

When the owner of a car that is on the high 
risk list goes to buy a new insurance policy 
or renew an old policy after Jan. 1, 1991, he or 
she could be denied comprehensive and colli- 
sion coverage as well as fire and theft insur- 
ance. 

“The company has the option of denying 
you physical damage coverage,” Ms. Krenzer 
said. 

Or the company could offer the physical 
damage coverage at a rate 50 percent higher 
than the base rate for those coverages, 
according to the new regulation. 

To avoid either of those two scenarios, an 
owner should contact her agent to find out if 
her car is on the list. At the direction of the 
commissioner, the insurance companies 
should be notifying those persons affected by 
the change. : 

Presuming the car is on the list, the next 
consideration should be to purchase an anti- 
theft device. 

The regulation categorizes four levels of 
anti-theft devices. 

Level one and two devices are generally 
operator-activated devices, and require a but- 
ton to be pushed or a key to be turned. Levels 
three and four include automatic devices and 
systems that help police locate a stolen vehi- 
cle. 

Cars with level three or four devices will 
be exempted from the 50 percent surcharge. 
A level one or two device would exempt a 
vehicle only if it was installed before the 
Sept. 1 deadline. 

Otherwise, an insurance company can 
still offer physical damage coverage, but it 
would include the 50 percent surcharge. 

The current 5 to 20 percent discounts 
offered on these coverages for installing anti- 
theft devices will remain in place. 

But if a level one or two system was 
installed after Sept. 1, 1990, the discount will 
come off the higher rate. 

Automobile owners will have to check 
with their insurance companies to see if 
their cars fall on the list.

Within a few minutes, the ALS crew was 
connecting intravenous lines to feed fluids 
and drugs into the victim to prevent shock 
and replace the lost blood. More ALS equip- 
ment was transferred to the town ambulance, 
which then sped off for LGH. 

That call earlier this summer was just one 
of the approximately 1,200 calls for emergen- 
cy medical assistance in Andover from July 
of 1989 through June of 1990. And Fire Chief 
Harold Hayes said that number is rising. 

“We're getting more and more calls every 
year,” Chief Hayes said this week. “I think 
it’s the industry that we have. I think it’s the 
highways that we have.” 

The young man rushed to LGH with the 
neck wound was saved, thanks to the fast and 
professional response of emergency medical 
personnel. Just about an hour after the first 
call the victim was stable and was being 
flown to a Boston hospital for specialist care. 

But some residents, especially in West 
Andover, are concerned that such a speedy 
response might not be possible in some of the 
more remote neighborhoods in town. 

Kristin Wise, of 8 Inwood Lane, in West 
Andover off River Road, worries that one 
ambulance is not enough for Andover. She 
would like to see another full-time ambu- 
lance at West Station. 

“My concerns are, in the event of an emer- 
gency, that an ambulance could have trouble 
getting here in the nick of time,” Ms. Wise 
said. 

Her concern increased recently when a 
friend decided to install a swimming pool. 
Ms. Wise took a first-aid course and was told 
that in the event of a drowning, a victim 
starts suffering brain damage after three 
minutes without oxygen. 

“I have a 4-year old. If anything hap- 
pened...” she said. 

With recent budget constraints, Ms. Wise 
is afraid the town won't spend the money for 
increased ambulance service in the near 
future, 

“T think public services are pushed to the 
back burner,” Ms. Wise said. 

But full-time ambulance service in West 
Andover is like an insurance policy, accord- 
ing to Ms. Wise. You don’t like having to 
spend the money until you need it. 

Chief Hayes agrees there is a need for 
more ambulance service, especially in West 
Andover. 

“T do want to start a second ambulance and 
I've said it even before I became chief. I said 
there should be a second ambulance in West 
Andover,” Chief Hayes said. 

The highways, businesses, hotels and resi- 
dential growth in West Andover have 
increased the need for more service, accord- 
ing to Chief Hayes. 

“We're now at the saturation point,” he

said. “What is happening is the ambulance 
goes out on a call and a second call comes in.” 

The town purchased a new ambulance two 
or three years ago with a long-range plan to 
have a second crew at West Station full time, 
according to Chief Hayes, but that is on hold 
for now. 

The chief said he is already two firefight- 
ers short and has been asked not to replace 
them at least until the budget figures have 
become a little bit clearer this fall. 

Current service and equipment 

Andover has three ambulances, two at 
Central Station and one at West Station, but 
only one is ready with personnel 24-hours a 
day. 

The two ambulances at Central Station are 
both fully equipped and if one is out of ser- 
vice the other is used. 

“The other one is not licensed at this time 
because it is not equipped,” Chief Hayes said. 

When an emergency call comes in, the 
ambulance is dispatched from Central 
Station. If a second call comes in, a police 
cruiser and the nearest engine company are 
dispatched to the scene and an ambulance 
from a nearby town would be called in on 
mutual aid. 

One member of every engine company has 
an EMT on board as well as oxygen anda 
first aid “jump kit,” according to the chief. 

“When an engine company leaves on a call 
that an ambulance is not going to respond to 
there’s always an EMT on it,” Chief Hayes 
said. 

The mutual aid ambulance may be 
responding from North Andover, Methuen, 
Tewksbury, Wilmington, North Reading or

another nearby town and can be slow to 
respond, according to the chief. 

“The lag time could be three to five min- 
utes before an-out-of-town ambulance could 
get there over what it would take us to get 
there,” Chief Hayes said, depending on the 
location of the call. 

Andover’s emergency response service 
only provides basic life support. The 
advanced life support team from Lawrence 
General Hospital coordinates with local 
ambulance service and is capable of adminis- 
tering drugs and intravenous fluids. 

The ALS, working with just one vehicle, 
responds to all calls in the Merrimack Valley 
on a priority-need basis, according to the 
chief. 

“I’m impressed, I'll tell you. They respond 
to over 50 percent of our calls,” Chief Hayes 
said. “They are go-getters.” 

But the ALS team covers a large area and 
has “racked up a couple of vehicles,” accord- 
ing to the chief. 

Andover also coordinates with Boston 
Med-Flight, which will fly patients by heli- 
copter to the best trauma facility available in 
Boston or Worcester if that is needed. 
Lawrence General used to have a trauma 
unit but no longer does. 


Personnel 

It takes 16 EMTs, four teams of four EMTs 
each, to outfit with personnel the one ambu- 
lance at Central Station 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. 

Each team member works an average’ of 42 
hours a week, including coverage for vaca- 
tions and sick days, according to the Chief. 

“If I were to take two of the EMTs from 
every group and send them out to West 
Station, sick leave and vacation would be 
down time,” Chief Hayes said. 

The other 48 firefighters staff the fire 
equipment at the Central, West and 
Ballardvale stations 24 hours a day.

That is barely enough firefighters and 
EMT's to provide the service the town has 
now, according to Deputy Fire Chief Harold 
Wright. 

“T can’t provide fire protection and ambu- 
lance protection with the number of men I 
have at the present time,” Dep. Wright said. 
“We have qualified personnel, but we would 
need an additional eight EMT's to man anoth- 
er ambulance 24 hours a day.” 

Actually, it would take an additional 16 
EMTs to man another ambulance, but Chief 
Hayes would be willing to try it with less. 

“We'd give it a hell of a try with eight,” 
Chief Hayes said, “I think we could probably 
make it work 99 and three-quarters percent 
of the time.” 

Another option would be to staff a second 
ambulance only during the daytime, the 
chief said. 

“I feel daytime is more important, espe- 
cially in West Andover,” the chief said.

You can own your own piece of the rock 
right here in Andover. How much it will cost 
you depends on the highest bidder come 
Thursday, Sept. 27. Rock Island, all 2.5 acres 
of it, located near the dam in Fosters Pond off 
South Main Street, will be sold at public auc- 
tion that day. 

The island, once owned by Francis H. 
Foster, for whom the 
pond is named, was 
purchased by Edward 
and Elaine Gurry, 10 
Fosters Pond, two 
years ago.

Dave Vickers of Andover is perched on 
the doorstep of this apparent utopia, but 
getting inside requires a combination of 
hard work, luck and sponsorship money. 

The past year has been a busy one for the 
resident of Rose Glen Drive, 
entrance into the professional auto racing 
business happened somewhat by accident 
(no pun intended). 

“IT was at home reading a car magazine 
when I noticed an ad for the ‘Jim Russell 
Auto Racing Drivers School’ in California,” 
said Vickers. “It looked good so I thought 
I'd give it a shot.” é 

The 20-year-old Andover High graduate 
called the school the following day, 
received some brochures in the mail a 
short time later, and within a month was 
flying to Monterey which is 90 miles south 
of San Francisco. 

Students at Russell’s school do not step 
off the plane and onto the Grand Prix rac- 
ing circuit, so Vickers spent the first few 
months working exclusively in the garage 
as a member of the auto mechanics train- 
ing program. 

Each year the school offers 20 of its stu- 
dents an opportunity to race cars, while 
still working as mechanics, When Vickers 
was offered the chance last February he 
pounced on it. 

Learning The Basics 

He began his racing instruction behind 
the wheel of a Formula Ford, with daily 
sessions in such mandatory arts as down- 
shifting and threshold braking. 

Eventually he was driving laps with an 
instructor, who would end each session 
with a 30-minute critique emphasizing how 
to be a smoother driver. Indy Car expert 
Jon Bekis was Vickers’ mentor, 

The next step was a promotion to a faster 
and more powerful Formula Mazda, which 
has 100 more horsepower than the Ford and 
looks like a traditional race car with front 
and rear wings. Vickers spent three days 
with the Mazda doing ‘skid pad testing’ on 
slalom courses. 

After all the basics were completed it 
was final exam time, 

“On test day you show your driving tech- 
nique, and prove you can handle yourself 
on the track without getting hot-headed,” 
said Vickers,

Race In Wisconsin 

Since returning Dave and his father Bill, 
a former Andover High mathematics teach- 
er and varsity baseball coach now in pri- 
vate business, have been seeking sponsors 
to fund participation in the upcoming 
SECA Toyota Atlantic Road America 
Championship Series. 

The first race in the series, which will be 
televised on ESPN cable, is scheduled Sept. 
23 at the Road America Shootout track in 
Elkhart Lake, Wisconsin which was recent- 
ly rated No. 1 in the country by “On Track” 
magazine.

If you’re hav- 
ing any kind of brake problems approaching 
the turns, that’s when the adrenalin flows 
and your heart starts pounding.” 

A smooth-handling car is top priority in 
racing, and the driver “needs a combination 
of guts and common sense,” said Vickers. 
“There is strategy and split-second deci- 
sions involved in every race.” 

Each driver is aware of the inherent dan- 
ger in his sport, but taking the risks and 
overcoming the fear is part of the appeal. It’s 
‘the thrill of victory and the agony of defeat.’ 

“It sounds crazy, but I’ve had my best 
races when I’m really mellow,” said 
Vickers. “Whenever I think I’m not going to 
do well I finish high.” 

Dave experienced a few spinouts but no 
serious problems in California. 

“On the second qualifying lap of my first 
race at Laguna a guy spun out in front of me. 
To avoid him I had to go onto the dirt. My 
car slid sideways, spun around and just 
tapped the outside wall gently.” 

There was, however, enough contact to 
tear off the nose of the car.

Helping your child achieve

tors with more than 100 years of teaching 
experience combined offered some sugges- 
tions they believe can help children do better 
in school, 

The majority of the teachers agreed that 
parents and their children have to decide on 
and stick to a schedule for studying and 
homework. 

Time and place 

“There should be a specific time and place 
for children to do homework,” said Marcia 
Harol, a math teacher at Doherty Middle 
School for the past 12 years. 

Ms. Harol, a math teacher for more than 20 
years overall, says study areas should be 
places that everyone in the family knows are 
homework areas. Study areas should be 
places where students won’t be interrupted 
by television and household activities. 
Monitor their work 

“Parents should monitor the work their 
children are doing, Even when kids say they 
don’t have any homework there’s always 
some reading or other school-related work 
they can do,” Ms. Harol said. 

Today’s students, especially at the sec- 
ondary level, are involved in many extra-cur- 
ricular activities that exhaust many of the 
hours between after school and bedtime. 

“Parents can help their children by setting 
parameters of time for them to study,” said 
Peggy Cain, a guidance counselor at Andover 
High School. Ms, Cain has been a counselor 
at AHS for the last eight years. Before that 
she was a teacher at East Junior High for 
three years. 

Be active, get involved 

Robert King has been a science teacher at 
the high school for the past 20 years. During 
the last two year he has overseen high school 
students’ community service programs. He's 
observed that many of the kids who get good 
grades are the ones who are also very active 
in sports, community service, musie and 
other after-school activities. 

“So many of the successful kids are the 
ones who are involved in many activities and 
have learned to budget their time,” said Mr. 
King. 


“T tell students to get involved. So many of 


the kids who are turned off to school are the 
ones who feel they have no reason for going,” 
he said. 
Pay attention to homework 

Kathy Aeder, a math teacher at the high 
school for the past five years, believes par- 
ents should play a role in shaping their chil- 


dren’s study habits. 

“Parents can help by setting up a block of 
regular study time every night and make 
sure the children do their homework,” she 
said. 

At the primary school level as well, par- 
ents can help by establishing homework and 
reading time, says Eileen Seavey, a fourth 
grade teacher at Sanborn. 

“Parents and children should set aside 
time when children are expect to do home- 
work,” said Mrs. Seavey, who has taught ele- 
mentary school in Andover for the past 21 
years. 

“By designing a schedule for themselves, 
children learn self-discipline and good study 
habits,” she said. 

Read with and to children 

Reading to or with children is another 
area educators believe parents can help their 
children to do better in school. Children who 
are read to and who read on their own on a 
regular basis are usually better writers than 
children who don’t read often, said Mrs. 
Seavey. 

Be involved 

Sheila Eckoff, a fourth-grade teacher at 
South School, has been teaching in town for 
10 years. She is also the president of the 
teachers’ union. Mrs. Eckoff believes parents 
can help their children by becoming as 
involved as possible in their child’s school. 

“Many parents would be surprised to find 
out how demanding a student's day can be. 
The more parents find out about their chil- 
dren’s lives the more they can communicate 
with and understand their child,” she says. 

“For many children the switch from the 
summer mode can be very difficult. Parents 
can help by setting an appropriate bedtime 
and providing a nourishing breakfast each 
morning,” says Mrs. Eckoff. 

Walter Rossini, a sixth-grade teacher al 
West Middle School, has been teaching in 
Andover for the past 18 years. He believes 
students should be as organized as possible 
before they walk through their schools’ doors 
this week. 

“Students should be organized and as com- 
mitted to their school work as they are to out- 
side activities,” he says. 

Mr. Rossini suggests students bring three- 
ring binders with dividers for each subject to 
school today. The wire-bound notebooks 
aren't as good, according to Mr. Rossini, 
because paper torn from these have messy 
confetti-like edges and can’t be put back into 
the notebook.

Candidates gearing up 


Gary Coon, a Republican can- 
didate for state representative, 
17th Essex District, expects 
incumbent rival Susan Tucker 
(D-Andover) to be tough in next 
week’s candidate debate. 

“We're expecting a rough 
debate,” Mr, Coon said this week. 
“She's going to be especially 
tough this year,” 

The debate, sponsored by the 
League of Women Voters, is 
scheduled for Wednesday, Aug. 
13, at 7:30 p.m. in the audio visual 
center at the Andover High 
school, It will be aired on 
Heritage Cablevision Channel 11, 

An incumbent has “access to a 
lot of arcane statistics and often 
has a lot of committee titles that 
they can use to impress people,” 
Mr. Coon said. 

Mr, Coon expects the econom- 
ic situation of the state to be the 
focus of the debate, he said. 

“Tt will be interesting to see if 
she continues to try and make 
that claim that she’s not part of 
the insiders who brought us this 
mess,” Mr. Coon said. 

Mr. Coon said he will not 
mount an attack on Bob 
Manning, his Republican rival 
for the party’s nomination, dur- 
ing the debate. 

“Bob hasn't said anything that 
I can comment on. He really has 
no experience or record that I 
can comment on either,” Mr.

more than $27,000 this year, from 
$366,816 to $394,205. That is more 
than the 2.5 percent increase that 
local officials expected. The county 
tax assessment now comprises 
approximately 44 percent of the total 
assessments by the state on Andover. 

This year’s increase was due in 
part to the state reneging on some of 
its support of county jails. 

But regional approach- 
es to environmental , 
transportation and public 
-service issues are coming 
more and more into vogue 
and voters might want to 
pay attention to where 
those tax dollars are 
going. 

County treasurer 

One of the seats up for 
grabs in November is that 
of the $47,000-a-year coun- 
ty treasurer, 

Incumbent Katherine 
O’Leary (D-Salem) is 
being challenged by politi- 
cal newcomer George K.
